The bill to restore tW number and sala- 
ry of the judges of the Supreme Judicial 
Cbtirt, came up by special assignment, and 
Mr. Hatch,-ot Bangor, moved to divide the 
question....

Mr. Ilale, of Ellsworth, said the question 
was one of importance. One of line things 
which defines a well ordered and peacea- 
ble people, with all the rights of ihe citi- 
zens assured to him, is_.a- Mirly paid and 
ample j.:diei;iry. 
The "moment thac the 


.courts of the State are m:ariy way impair- 
ed that moment the underlying righis ot 
every citizea are-in danger. 
There has 


been for all period ol bur history a dispcr 
sition manifested by.men oi both parties 
not to override or hamper the- judiciary, 
but to sustain and uphold it. ' Our judges , 
are taken from • the great lawyers of tlae, 
State. The inen, who, by long training, 
by the sharp rcliiliug that comes from 
much practice, have become thu heads ol 
the bar, ought to be taken for tlie judges ol 
the [higher court. And our Judiciary has 
kept up its high reputation in the years 
past because such men have been selected. 
Jle'iknew of no Judge thus taken but that! 
had sacrificed money, when he Sven,t upon 
the bench. Tli^ bill was simply to piU'llie 
court' just where it was last winter when 
assaulted. Be. used .the word assaulted, 
because nothing, to his mind, could ex- 
press better whit was then dou'e. He uid 
not fay uieh' were not honest in Voting then 
for the bill; but the -dfl'ect of it was,an at- 
tack on the court iu its vital parts. .lie 
believed no such «qod service' could be 
done to the people of: the State as .to set 
that court back just \j»hcre it was when iii- 
-terl'ered with last wiiUfcr. 
. 
. 
~; 
. lie' had looked up'the proceedings of llie^ 
hut legislature and found that six or seven 
votes''would have thanged the result; 
shoving that with them, even', it was a 
vtry close .question.' There was no call 
then for interfering with the Supreme 
Court;- no petitions came asking for it. It 
was a thing conjured up in the minds ol 
but lew rne)],~aud hurrieUly and.'barely put 
through without popular demand. While 
petitions this winter bad come in by hun- 
dreds, he might say by thousands, for the 
restoration.oi the'courcto itsformer status, 
he had yet toliear of a single remonstrance 
against [such restoration. And if the peo- 
ple-liadifelt that the Legislature was going 
too fat in restoring this matter they would 
have been heard irom expostulating and 
remonstrating. The people would sustain 
the ma-rily action of this legislatjre in stt- 
tingLthe highest court back-wh^ere it was 
last \vintcr.-whcn it was assailed. He .said 
that this Was the only proposi ion for an 
increase^of salary that he was. 11 -"favor of 
among all that^were reduced at the.last 
session. He was-not iu favor of high-sal- 
aries. He would single out for1 an increase 
of. salary, the Judges of th3 Supreme 
Court, tor the reason that, considering 
their labors and duties, they are the poor- 
est paid of our public servants. 
it-'has been said' that $3000 was a large 


sum. 
So it; was whjen compared, with 


small things] But the sum a pub.lic officer 
receives must be measured by the- 'labor 
and services herepders.' Gentlemen should 
bear iu mind; that there is no fee or.per- 
quisite coming with the salary of, our 
judges;and ought not to be. They get so 
muclr'aud no more, and out of it they must 
pay thtir travelling and hotel bills amount- 
ing in the average to from four'to live or 
six hundred ; dollars' each, -'which brings 
their salary down to about §2500. There 
is no StateSvhere there are so few judges 
with so much work to do, and .the pay so 
low as in the State of Maine. On the basis, 
of last year we are below the other States, 
both in numbers and salary.. The little 
States of Vermont and New ;Hampshire, 
wiih their unimportant .and undivecsiUeU 


an4 to other celebrated cases decided,by 
the court; and, eulogized, their zeal and 
learning which he said compared favorably 
with, any other court in the United States. 
He spoke of [the discharge of their official 
duties as involving untiring {personal labor, 
and said thatithey conld njot be expected 
to do more. He produced a table of other 
courts in the several States, and showed 
that in proportion to population, Rtnonnt 
of labor done and salary paid, no State in 
the Union, bad more law business done by 
their judgesjfor less pay than tbe State of 
Ma ne even when there were eight judges' 
and the salaily-was $3,000. He then show- 
ed that it' the law was not restored, some 
of the terms now held, must be omitted, 
and' asked what: county was ready to make 
the sacrifice. 
'[ 
. 


Mr. Strout then discussed the question 


of salary. -He.saidthe salary of the judg- 
es of Massachusetts had been §0.000 whori 
ours was 83,000. He compared the sala- 
ries of our judges with those, of other 
States and proved that we pay less, all 
things considered', (baa other States, lie 
said no man could do. more than live on 
the salary paid,,and that when the judge 
retired be had neither business or money 
on which to support himself. He argued 
that it was beneath the dignity oi a great 
S:ate to cheapen the service ol their judg- 
es and to robJhem.of a just recompense for 
their labor, -lie-said no man need fear that 
•tlio people wbuld fail to sustain the action 
of to-day, thjtt it would be an act of cow- 
ardice if we failed to do our duty squarely 
and act honestly according to our convic- 
tions of right. He closed-by urging mem- 
bers to act according .to their convictions 
of duty, regardless of party. In the course 
ol his rcm'arks, Mr. Strout called attention 
to the large 'iiupiber of petitioners, of all 
parties, who favored this measure of jus- 
tice to the court, and the fact that no inaii 
outside this legislature 'had lifted a voice 
against-it.
